He tied to the mountains, where he 
organized a band of brigands, and for 
more than nine years terrorized the 
wilding country, looting diligen- 
murdering men and assaulting 
on. It is estimated that by rob- 
is and ransoms he accumulated 
1,000,000 francs. 

In the summer of 1831 Nochia was 
sized with an unaccountable desire 
o renounce his wild life and join the 
iricsthood. Ho managed to re-enter I 
ivilizalion undetected and began his 
todies for the Chinch at a seminary 
where the present Pope VII also a 
student at the time. Before nun- 



Ig his Studies however, he 
recognized by a woman whom he had 
assaulted in his bandit days. She be- 
tray^ him to the police and he was 
arrested, and clues obtained which led 
to the arrest and conviction of 
men who had followed hfm in his 
career of crime. Seven of these 
executed; but Nochia, In reward for 
turning State's evidence, w as Ic 
with a sentence of life at Ihe galleys. 
All his bad impulses seemed to return 
with his reversal of fortune, and ho 
proved a hard prisoner to manage. 
In 1841 he murdered his warder and 
in 1841) the prison dorlor. Since the 
last mentioned episode he has not 
hecn conspicuous until now.

In 1880 the capital was $3,000,000, 
and is nn w $00,000,000. The stock is 
quoted ai if 170, so that this $90,000,000 
represent, over $150,000,000 of market 
value. About ten years ago Andrews, 
the one-time porter, became dissatis- 
fied and Rockefeller asked him what 
he wanted for his interest. Andrews 
wrote on a scrap of paper $1,000,000. 
Rockefeller accepted the otter quick as 
a Hash, and within a day or so the 
money was paid. 

Speaking of $1,000,000 recalls the 
story of $1,000,000 in which Mr. Rock- 
efeller's partner, Henry M. Flagler, 
figures.
